And becauſe the miſery of 
Exile and Delertion is ſenſibly aggravated by 
their cruel and unequal cenſure, who neither 
underſtand the cauſe, nor pity the cffects of fo 
faral a dereliction of our Eſtates and Habita- 
tions, but ſeverely upbraid us with an uncon- 
ſtrained, ' tmorous and unneceſſary Flight; it 
will not be poſſible to obviate ſuch 1]] ground- 
ed Cavils, or to deſcribe the preſent face of 
Afﬀairs, ' without a Retroſpect on the counte- 

nance of chings as they formerly appeared. 
While Charles the Second ſway d the Scep- 
ter z though the Papiſts were too much coun- 
renanced and indulgd ; and many hardſhips 
placed on the Proteſtants, teſpecially in relati- 
on to the Act of Settlement, yet by the favour 
of Heaven upon the extraordinary Fertility of 
the' Land, Ireland was under very auſpicious 
circumſtances : The Church Flouriſhed, Trade 
Increaſed, the Cities and Towns were every Tear 
mlarged with new Additions, the Country In- 
riched and. Beautified with Houſes and Planta- 
tions, the'Farms were loaden with Stock, and 
ready and quick Markets there were to vent 
them: The Laws had a free and uninterrupt- 
cd courſe, and a ſtanding Army was : far

from beingaTerrour,thatthey were the comfort 
and ſecurity of the people ;:In a Word, Peace, 
Wealch, and _—_ were become uniycrfal 
and epidemical, and all things conſpired to a 
generous Emulation ' with 'our Mother and 
Neighbour, England.

But no ſooner did thus bright Sun ſer, and a 
new One appear'd in the Firmament, but Clouds 
and Vapours, Storms and Tempeſts aroſe in our 
Horizon, which have ſince broke out in trouble 
and confuſion, nor like to be ſettled and appeaſ- 
cd but in a general deſolation, and depopulati- 
on of the whole Kingdome, - Indeed at firſt 
we'were flatter d withſome hopes of a calm Sea- 
ſon, by the arrival of the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Clarexdon, and his eſtabliſhment in the 
Supream command ; but his Commitlion was 
ſtinted, lis Authority far ſhort of what was al- 
lowed to his Predeceſlors in that Government, 
and Colonel Richard Talbot ( newly. advanced 
to the ominous Title of Zyrcornet) openly and 
impudently appear'd hisComprroller,and fuper- 
vifor ; moſt unjuſtly and preſumpruoufly afſu-

Extirpation of fuch as they 'account Hereticks. 
Hereupon 2 valt-number of People in great Preci- 
pitation removed into England with their Families, 
(eſpecially from about Dablin) leaving their Goods 
and Honſhold-ſtuff behind them. Wirth forne it 
had 2 contrary Effect, and generally through the 
Province of Ulſter, the Inhabirznts whereof 'Begare 
uport this Alarm to ſtand wpon their Guard, ard 
ro keep ſtrong Wards and Watches, reſolving nei- 
ther to fly, nor be ſurprifed ; though many 
things (nor known in other Parts) contributed'to 
their Conviftion ' of the Keality of the intended 
Maſſacre ; as the voluntary Confeſſions of certain 
Prieſts in the Courity of Donegal, who wam'd 
cheir Friends fecretly ro depart, becanfe there was 
a general Maſſacre defign'd ;' that the Prieſts were 
againſt ir, bnt had been over-voted by the Fryers. 
The Evidence given: to a Juſtice of the Peace in 
the County of- London-Derry, that one of their Ti- 
tular Deans was bnying up Horſes and Arms, and 
had! deelared, that within' two or three Years paſt 
he had laid-out 5oo. { in buying Arms, and that 
he had beſpoke as many Iron Chains to be Reins 
for Bridles, as would ſerve Sixty Horſe.” (one of 
which Chains five yards long was deliverd' to the 
ſaid- Juſtice by the Smith that made ir) The Words 
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ſpoken by Father Daly, Guardian of the Fryery at 
Armagh, who (when he heard that the, Prince of 
Orange was to land- in England). ſaidpublickly, that 
they might thank theic| Devil of a King. for: this, 
for if he had deſtroyed all the Proteſtants when ir 
was in his Power, they had'not now call'd in the 
Dutch. Bur above all, the Attempt of the Papiſts 
to, poſſeſs London-Derry, ar that very nick of time, 
turned the Suſpicion into a confident Perſwaſion of 
the Truth of what 'was reported. London-Derry 
was then (by the Mercy of God, and the, Impro- 
yidence of the Deputy). without any; Garriſon at 
all'in ic, the, Soldiers being a little before.tranſpor- 
ted upon the Expedition into England ; and it falling 
ſo out, that upon the very day when a Copy of the 
above-mention'd Letter was ſent co, that Ciry,(name- 
ly the 7th, of . December) the Earl . of Antrim, with 
a_ numerous. Party of Highlanders and Tiſh, was 
on his March to Poſſeſs and Command that Place ; 
the Inhabicants looked upon the. Advance of fo 
many Papiſts on the 7th. day, to be the Prologue 
to. the Tragedy, intended to be acted on the gth. 
day, and judging, thar if they were ,once admit- 
= 1 all the Hiſer and Conaght Triſh might draw thi- 
ther, and from thence diffuſe themſelves through 
the. Province, and with great Facility exterminate 
all the Proteſtants, they (by the Advice of a Gen- 
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tleman in the Neighbourhood) ſhut their Gates, 
and kept them out, and by his Conduct defended 
the Place, till 2 Proteſtant Garriſon was ſettled

.' And now: the Deputy began to exert his Art, 
as before he had manifeſted his Tyrannical and. U- 
furped+ Authority ; for, conſidering that London- 
Derry was ou: of the Papiſts hands, and that the Pro- 
teftants in Ulſter were very numerous, he beganto 
cajole and flatter them, for he ſecretly gave out 
Commiſſions for raiſing of "Thirty Regiments; and 
having Circumvented the Lord Mountjoy with ſpe- 
cious Pretences of Moderation and Peace, and 
prevail'd with him to go on a Mock Embaſly to 
King James, then in France, he condelcended'to cer- 
tain Articles, which carry'da ſhew of Mildneſs and 
Equity, but really were only a Mask to- cover his 
Deſigns, and to amule the People; and they were 
ro this: Effet. 1jt. That no more Forces ſhould 
be raiſed; nor more Arms deliverd out of the 
Stores. 2dly, That the new Levies ſhould be dil- 
milſs'd. 3dly. Thar no Forces ſhould: be ſent into 
Ufer.. 4thly. That no Nobleman, or  Gentlemans 
Houſe ſhould he made a Garriſon, againlt his Will : 
Which Stipulations the 'Deputy heartily {wore to, 
and aſſured by many diretul Imprecations. No 
ſooner was the Lord Mountjoy gone (who =P 
made 
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taade the Meſſenger of his own Fate, and carry'd 
Bellerophon's Letters with him) but the Deputy 
ded- to form a new Army, and'gave out 
Commiſſions for many Regiments of Horſe, Dxa- 
goons, and Foor, to the number of 40000. Men, 
wichour-any other Warrant, than a bare Letter 
from his King; empry'd all the Stores and Ma- 
pazines, and furniſh'd the Soldiers wich competent 
Arras; 'incouraging the Women and Boys, andthe 
whole Rabble of People ro provide Skenes and 
Half-Pikes, and to live upon: the Plander of the 
Proteſtants ; and having no Pay to give among the 
new Levies, cach Captain undertook to give Sub- 
fiſtence to his Men in Beef and Meal for: three 
Months; and this they borrow'd from the Prote- 
ſtants, daily robbing them ar Noon day, and carry- 
ing -away their Sheep and Cattle in Flocks and 
Droves. And. when he had raifed a formidable 
Army, and very well knew how naked and: de- 
fenſele(s the Proteſtants were, (having twice before 
Diſarm'd them) he began palpably to diſcover 
how exact and punctual Obſerver he intended to be 
of his Oaths and Promiſes, and by the following 
Eetrers from Dublin you may ſee how he 'began to 
handle thoſe that were in his Clutches. |
